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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on 01/16/06 consists of amendments to claim 1 and remarks 
related to rejection of claims. The claims are not allowable as explained below. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "150" has been used to designate both input receptacle 
(Paragraph 72) and interconnect module (see Paragraph 77). Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.

Specification 

5. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Candeloro (6045374). 

Candeloro (Figures 1-28) shows an electrical module comprising a housing 
defining an exterior and sealed interior, a male power output receptacle with a plurality 
of blades 350, 352, 354 and female power output receptacle 342 interconnected to a 
female power output receptacle 342. Candeloro further shows a user-actuated switch 
(see Fig. 12). The blades have terminal endings recessed relative to the connector 
housing. Figure 3 shows an integral projecting flange with a fastening aperture. But 
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Candeloro does not show the power input blades 333, 334, 335 to be recessed. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the instant invention to 
make the blades 350, 352, 354 to be recessed since it has been held that a mere 
reversal of the essential working parts of a device involves only routine skill in the art. 
In re Einstein, 8 USPQ 167. 

8. Claims 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Candeloro (6045374) in view of Zeder (5347095). 

Candeloro shows all the features of these claims except a relay connected to the 
blades and a load circuit. Such a feature is common knowledge, well known and widely 
used in electrical connectors and circuits. Zeder shows such a relay 23. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the instant invention to 
provide such a feature because this would provide a means to control as is common 
knowledge, well known and widely used in electrical connectors and circuits.
